Cricket.— The  N.S  .W.  Chemists’  Assistants’  Association  cricketing 
team  journeyed  to  Sans  Souci  on  February  ist,  when  they  met  Messrs. 
Elliott  Bros,  team  in  the  field.  After  their  former  defeat  by  this  team  the 
Assistants  had  evidently  made  up  their  minds  to  have  their  revenge,  and 
succeeded  so  well,  thanks  to  the  batting  of  Messrs.  Hart,  Ryan,  Cartwright 
and  Rogers,  and  the  bowling  of  Messrs.  Snelson  and  Malmsby^  that  their 
opponents  were  worsted  by  10  wickets.

Mr.  Bergmaik  could 
not  find  anything  harmful  in  it,  and  declared  it  perfectly  pure,  and  fit  for, 
human  consumption. 

The  Davy  Medal  goes  to  Professor  Ramsey,  F.R  S  ,  for  his  share 
in  the  discovery  of  argon,  and  for  his  finding  of  helium.  Dr.  Murray,  of 
Challenger  fame,  gets  a  royal  medal,  and  so  does  Professor  Ewing.  These 
distinctions  are  much  to  be  coveted  and  appreciated.  They  are  like  fine 
days  at  Manchester— rare.  Recognitions  of  this  kind  are  the  rewards  of 
ability  and  work.  In  this  they  form  a  pleasing  contrast  with  political 
acknowledgements. 

Illegal  Sale  of  Poisons.— During  the  month  the  police  have 
secured  three  convictions  against  persons  who  have  been  selling  poison 
without  a  license.  One  at  Maclean  was  fined  5^  and  costs,  another  at 
Newcastle  had  to  pay  ^2  4s  lod,  and  the  third  at  Darlington,  Sydney 
and  costs.  It  is,  of  course,  understood  that  these  prosecutions  are  made 
at  the  instigation  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  who  are  determined  to  cairy 
out  the  Act  in  all  its  particulars. 

Messrs.  A.  j.  Watt  &  Co.— On  page  354  of  our  January  issue 
is  a  notice  headed  “’An  Old-Established iBusiness  Closed,”  and  our  readers 
might  be  led  to  suppose  that  Messrs.  Watt  &  Co.  are  out  of  business,  while 
in  point  of  fact  they  are  in  an  improved  and  prominent  position  at  p  George 
street,  West.  It  appears  that  some  years  back  they  vacated  their  old 
premises,  and  owing  to  their  popularity  the  best  part  of  their  business 
followed  them.  The  shop  changed  tenants  several  times,  but  did  not 
maintain  Messrs.  Watt  &  Co.’s  standard.  We  are  happy  to  say  Messrs. 
Watt  are  doing  a  very  prosperous  business  in  their  present  premises. 

A  Land  of  Minerals. — In  an  interview  with  Mr.  Price  Williams 
M.I.C.E.,  reported  in  Sydney  Morning  Herald,  this  gentleman  is  credited 
with  the  statement  that  New  Caledonia  is  one  of  Nature’s  great  laboritories 
of  minerals.  It  is  really  abounding  in  minerals  of  every  kind.  The  island 
is  wonderfully  rich  in  chrome,  nickel'and  hematite  iron.  Not  only  have 
they  hematite  iron  in  abundant  quantities,  but  there  they  have  manganese, 
plumbago,  silver  ores  of  undoubtedly  superior  quality— in  fact  they  do  not 
know  the  extent  of  the  natural  wealth  of  the  island.  They  have  close  to 
the  seaboards,  in  fact  jutting  out  into  the  sea,  enormous  quantities  of  the 
purest  hematite  he  has  had  the  opportunity  of  examining,  and  coal  has  lately 
been  discovered. 

Accident  with  Phosphorus.— A  painful  accident  occurred  to  a 
man  named  Ryan  employed  at  Belubla  station,  Tocumwall,  on  Monday, 
February  17th.  It  appears  that  some  tins  of  phosphorus  became  ignited, 
and  the  building  was  in  danger  of  being  burned  down.  Ryan  volunteered 
to  go  in  and  throw  the  tins  out.  Having  tied  a  rope  round  his  waist  he 
entered  and  succeeded  in  throwing  one  tin  out,  but  the  second  was  leaking 
and  in  his  endeavour  to  throw  it  out  the  burning  liquid  spilled  all  over  his 
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arm.  When  those  outside  saw  what  had  happened  he  was  immediately 
dragged  out.  It  was  then  seen  that  his  arm,  which  was  bare,  was  burning 
from  the  fingers  to  the  shoulder,  and  although  everything  was  tried  their 
endeavours  to  subdue  the  flames  all  failed,  and  the  liquid  burnt  until  it  had 
consumed  itself  during  which  time  Ryan  suffered  frightful  agony. 

Rfir.  Broinowski,  one  of  the  lecturers  to  the  N.S.W.  College  of 
Pharmacy,  has  returned  to  Sydney  after  his  holiday.  During  his  trip  he 
paid  a  short  visit  to  Melbourne,  with  the  object  of  visiting  the  Victorian 
College  of  Pharmacy.  He  devoted  the  whole  of  Friday,  the  7th  inst.,  to 
an  examination  of  the  work  done  in  reference  to  teaching  and  examination 
at  the  institution,  with  the  object  of  giving  the  N.S.W.  College  the  benefit 
of  his  experience.  He  was  received  with  the  proverbial  hospitality  of  our 
Melbourne  friends,  and  was  entertained  at  luncheon  by  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  He  also  spent  a  morning  with  Messrs.  Craig  and 
Dr.  Sydney  Plowman.  Mr.  Broinowski  expresses  himself  as  being  highly 
delighted  with  his  reception  and  all  that  he  had  seen.

The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  N.S.W.  is  to  take  place  on  Tuesday,  March  24th.  There 
appears  some  likelihood  of  more  interest  being  taken  in  the  proceedings  at 
this  meeting  than  there  has  been  during  the  past  few  years.  The  contest 
for  the  three  seats  on  the  Council  will  afford  some  matter  for  speculation, 
as  four  gentlemen  are  nominated  for  the  three  vacant  seats,  the  three  old 
members,  Messrs  Jones,  Marshall  and  Short,  and  Mr.  A.  M.  Hart,  President 
of  the  N.S.W.  Chemists’  Assistants’  Association.  The  contest  will  no  doubt 
be  a  keen  one,  and  watched  with  interest  by  all  those  entitled  to  record 
their  votes.  Apropos  of  the  voting  question,  according  to  the  Constitution 
no  one  who  is  in  arrears  with  his  subscription  after  March  1st  is  entitled  to 
vote.  A  list  of  those  who  are  eligible  up  to  the  time  of  our  going  to  press 
is  published  in  this  issue  at  the  end  of  the  N.S.W.  news.  All  the  candidates 
have  issued  addresses  in  orthodox  electioneering  style.  The  balance-sheet 
and  the  report  of  the  Council  will  be  found  to  be  very  satisfactory,  and  we 
have  no  doubt  the  members  of  the  Society  will  be  perfectly  agreed  that 
the  work  done  this  year  reflects  the  greatest  credit  upon  those  to  whom  the 
administration  of  their  affairs  has  been  trusted. 
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Adulterated  Port  Wine.— At  the  Glebe  Police  Court  on 
February  25th,  a  storekeeper  named  Alfred  Norris  was  fined  £20  and 
costs,  ^23  4s.  in  all,  for  selling  adulterated  liquor  in  the  shape  of  Port 
wine.  Mr.  Hamlet,  the  Government  Analyst,  said  he  had  made  an  analysis 
of  a  bottle  of  the  wine  in  question.  He  found  that  the  specific  gravity  of 
the  distillate  was  9776,  the  absolute  alcohol  by  weight  was  14  96  per  cent., 
the  alcoholic  strength  in  terms  of  proof  spirit  was  32-2.  He  found  the 
mixture  was  not  the  genuine  wine,  but  was  composed  of  colouring  matter, 
flavouring  essences  and  spirit,  presumably  white  spirit.  It  also  contained 
one  of  the  noxious  ingredients  enumerated  in  section  89  of  the  Licensing 
Act,  namely,  alum.  The  mixture  was  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and 
was  not  port  wine.  It  was  distinctly  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser. 
The  bottle  was  labelled  “  Special  port,  very  old.  The  celebrated  Katoomba 
vineyards.  Sole  agents,  Norris  Bros.,  Sydney.”  Proper  port  wine 
contained  the  juice  of  the  grape,  tannin,  derived  from  the  skins,  phosphate 
and  chloride  of  potassium  from  the  grape,  and  alcohol. 

Kola.” — We  are  in  receipt  of  what  we  understand  is  the  first  of  a 
new  series  of  Scientific  Monographs,  published  by  the  Scientific  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Messrs.  Frederick  Stearns  &  Co.,  of  Detroit,  U.S.A.  This  one  is 
on  the  subject  of  the  African  Kola  Nut,  and  from  a  cursory  examination, 
it  is  easy  to  see  that  the  subject  has  been  treated  in  a  thorough  manner. 
Messrs.  Frederick  Stearns  &  Co.  are  introducing  a  preparation  of  the 
Kola  Nut,  called  “  Kola-Stearns,”  a  sample  of  which,  as  well  as  a  copy  of 
the  Monograph  mentioned,  can  be  obtained  gratuitously  by  physicians  or 
chemists,  on  application  to  any  of  the  leading  wholesale  houses.  Messrs. 
Stearns  &  Co.  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  “  Kola-Stearns  ”  is  prepared 
from  fresh  (undried)  true  African  Kola,  which,  in  addition  to  its  possessing 
the  valuable  properties  of  tea,  coffee,  and  cacao,  contains  an  active 
(glucosidal)  principle  peculiar  to  itself,  to  which  its  remarkable  value  as  a 
brain,  nerve,  and  muscle  stimulant  is  mainly  due  This  glucoside  is 
partially  decomposed  during  the  process  of  drying;  therefore,  “Kola- 
Stearns  ”  is  greatly  superior  to  any  preparation  of  Kola  made  from  dried 
nuts.  Kola  now  occupies  a  position  of  importance,  both  as  food  and 
medicine.  Being  a  conservator  of  energy,  it  is  ranked  as  a  food  ;  and, 
possessing  special  merits  in  the  treatment  of  debilitated  states  of  the 
system  generally,  it  has  obtained  reputation  as  a  medicine.  It  is  very 
evident  therefore,  that  a  demand  exists  for  it  from  entirely  two  different 
points  of  view,  and  that  those  who  advocate  it  as  a  dietetic  only,  are  not 
encroaching  upon  the  domain  of  medical  practice.  It  is  of  great  value  as 
an  emergency  ration  for  armies,  bicycle  riders,  athletes,  mountain  climbers, 
public  speakers,  singers,  students  engaged  in  work  requiring  special 
mental  exertion,  &c.,  &c.  As  a  medicine,  “  Kola-Stearns  ”  is  a  stimulant 
to  the  functions  of  the  alimentary  canal,  stimulating  the  secretion  of  the 
digestive  juices,  increasing  peristalsis  and  toning  up  the  nerves,  which 
supply  the  stomach  and  various  glands  of  secretion.  On  this  account,  it 
is  useful  in  dyspepsia,  with  its  attending  alternating  constipation  and 
diarrhoea. 
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Metallurgical  Works. — The  necessity  for  the  establishment  of 
metallurgical  works  has  long  been  recognised  by  the  government  as  a 
desirable  means  of  assisting  the  mining  community  in  various  ways  to  fully 
and  economically  develop  the  valuable  mineral  resources  of  the  colony. 
After  much  vexacious  delay  the  works  are  in  course  of  construction  on  a 
site  near  the  Clyde  Railway  Station,  13  miles  from  Sydney,  on  the  Duck 
River,  a  small  tributary  of  the  Parramatta  River.  There  is  direct  water 
communication  with  the  shipping  in  the  harbour  by  means  of  lighters,  and 
a  siding  has  been  constructed  connecting  with  the  railway  system  of  the 
colony.  At  the  present  time  a  building  containing  the  offices  and 
laboratory  is  erected  and  ready  for  its  internal  fittings.  The  main  machinery 
building  is  being  put  up,  and  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  March,^  • 
before  which  date  we  shall  have  some  of  the  machinery  in  position.  The 
bulk  of  the  machinery  for  a  start  is  now  ready  for  the  works,  and  will  be 
got  to  work  as  soon  as  possible.  'They  purpose  commencing  with  rock' 
breaking,  sampling,  crushing,  amalgamating,  classifying  and  concentrating 
plant ;  to  be  followed  by  appliances  for  the  chlorine,  cyanide  and  less 
known  chemical  processes,  and  such  methods  as  require  the  application  of 
electricity.  Additions  are  proposed  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  until 
every  contrivance  of  value,  short  perhaps  of  smelting  plant,  employed  in 
the  extraction  of  metal  from  their  ores  will  be  represented.  The  plant 
being  erected,  a  sample  lot  of  10  tons  or  so  of,  say,  gold  ore,  from  any 
particular  mine,  can  be  treated,  the  value  of  the  ore  ascertained, 
and  the  best  method  of  gold  extraction  devised.  The  miner  will 
then  be  advised  as  to  the  most  suitable  plant  to  procure  for  his  particular  class 
of  ore,  and  will  be  informed  as  to  the  cost  of  plant  and  treatment.  By 
this  means  the  excessive  waste  incurred  in  erecting  unsuitable  plant,  waste 
which  has  ruined  many  an  undertaking,  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  avoided. 
Especial  efforts  will  be  made  to  ascertain  the  exact  amount  of  loss  incidental 
to  the  various  ores,  and  processes  with  a  view  to  reduction  of  this  loss  to  a 
minimum.  Gold  ores,  as  being  perhaps  the  most  important,  will  first  be 
dealt  with,  to  be  followed  by  those  of  silver,  platinum,  antimony,  copper, 
zinc  and  other  metals. 

Poisoning  Cases. — “  Death  to  Rats  ” — Death  from  Arsenical 
Poisoning. — At  the  North  Shore  Hospital  yesterday  an  inquest  was  held 
before  the  City  Coroner,  Mr.  J.  C.  Woore,  J.  P.,  on  the  body  of  John 
Southall,  who  died  the  previous  day  in  the  institution  from  the  effects  of 
arsenical  poisoning.  May  Southall  said  she  was  the  widow  of  the  deceased, 
and  lived  with  him  in  Mount-street,  North  Sydney.  There  were  five 
children  the  issue  of  their  marriage.  The  deceased  carried  on  business  in 
Mount-street  as  a  fish  and  poultry  vendor.  He  had  been  drinking  heavily 
of  late  owing  to  financial  troubles.  On  the  ist  instant  he  came  home  in  a 
very  excited  state,  and  appeared  almost  mad.  She  saw  him  get  a  jug  of 
water  and  take  a  cup  from  the  kitchen,  but  did  not  see  him  put  anything 
into  the  cup.  He  afterwards  retired  to  his  bedroom  to  lie  down,  and  at 
about  3.45  p.m.  commenced  vomiting,  which  continued  until  8  p.m.,  when 
she  sent  for  Dr.  Kyngdon.  The  doctor,  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Clarke

used  the  stomach-pump,  and  ordered  the  man’s  removal  to  the  hospital. 
Other  evidence  was  given  showing  that  deceased  purchased  from  Mr. 
McDonald,  a  chemist,  a  box  of  “death  to  rats,”  a  quantity  of  which  the 
man  admitted  having  taken.  The  jury  found  that  the  deceased  died  from 
the  effects  of  “  death  to  rats,”  which  was  self-administered.  Sulphate  of 
Zinc. — A  young  married  woman  named  Tilly  Ricketts  on  January  28th, 
attempted  to  commit  suicide  while  in  a  cell  at  Pyrmont  by  taking  some 
sulphate  of  zinc.  On  February  13th,  she  again  attempted  to  poison  her¬ 
self,  and  was  at  the  Central  this  morning  sentenced  to  three  months. 
Cocaine. — Rose  Kemp,  a  barmaid^  who  gave  evidence  in  the  Dean  case, 
was  admitted  to  the  Sydney  Hospital  last  night  suffering  from  an  overdose 
.  of  cocaine,  taken  in  mistake  at  her  residence.  City  Hotel,  King  and  Kent 
streets.  She  is  progressing  favourably.  Rough  on  Rats. — An  inquest 
was  held  on  Monday,  February  24th,  on  the  body  of  a  man  named  Henry 
Jones,  who  died  in  the  Sydney  Hospital  on  Sunday.  Dr.  Alex.  Kethel 
states,  the  man  was  admitted  into  the  Hospital  in  a  state  of  collapse.  The 
man  stated  he  had  taken  a  box  of  “Rough  on  Rats.”  He  died  at  a 
quarter  to  ten.  Verdict,  died  from  arsenical  poisoning.

The  table  decorations  which  were  chiefly  the  result  of  the  efforts  of  Mr.  A.

NOVEL  WINDOW  DISPLAYS. 


Mr.  Walter  S.  Rockey  describes  in  the  Druggists  Circular  several 
displays  in  the  window  of  his  pharmacy,  at  Eigth  avenue  and  Thirty-fifth 
street.  New  York  City. 

One  was  a  “  nursery  display,”  of  which  he  writes  :  “I  had  a  mother 
and  a  live  baby  in  the  window  ;  the  mother  was  kept  busy  preparing 
the  different  kinds  of  food,  and  the  baby  amused  itself  playing  with  rattles 
baby-delights,  etc,  etc.  I  had  in  the  window  everything  for  the  baby  and 
the  nursery,  such  as  all  kinds  of  baby-foods,  nursing-bottles,  nipples,  bottle- 
brushes,  alcohol-lamps,  talcums,  baby-powders,  baby-delights,  puffs  and  puff- 
boxes,  infant's  combs  and  brusheSj  etc.,  etc.  It  made  a  very  delightful 
scene.” 

The  other  display  was  soap.  He  had  in  stock  about  thirty  gross  of 
soap  of  all  descriptions,  from  four-cent  cakes  up.  A  large  building  was 
formed  of  soap,  with  pillars  in  front.  Two  very  large  cakes,  about  six  feet 
long  by  four  feet  high  and  six  inches  thick,  occupied  a  portion  of  the 
*  window,  and  some  moulds,  dies,  etc.,  were  exhibited.  A  coloured  boy  m 
the  window  showed  off  the  different  kinds  of  soap,  indicating  the  prices 
and  making  soap-bubbles,  which  “  of  course  attracted  such  crowds  that 
people  could  hardly  pass  on  the  sidewalk.  In  fact,  says  Mr.  Rockey,  “boys 
have  to  use  stilts  to  look  into  the  window,  which  alone  causes  a  great 
deal  of  comment.

TOBACCO  POISONS. 

The  Editor  of  the  Charlotte  Medical  Journal  says  the  most  dangerous 
principal  of  tobacco  is  not  nicotine,  but  pyridin  and  collodin.  Nicotine  is 
the  product  of  cigar  and  cigarette  smoking ;  pyridin  is  developed  by  the 
pipe.  It  is  advised  in  the  article  that  smokers  should  take  care  to  always 
have  a  plug  of  cotton  wool  or  some  absorbent  substance  in  the  pipe,  through 
which  the  smoke  can  filter  before  reaching  the  mouth.

THE  COLLEGE  OF  PHARMACY. 

The  Secretary  reported  the  first  course  for  the  year  commenced  on 
the  3rd  February.  Thirty-six  students  had  enrolled  themselves — a  number 
considerably  in  access  of  any  previous  year.  The  increase  was  in  a 
measure  due  to  the  attendance  from  the  colonies  of  Tasmania,  South 
Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  New  South  Wales,  and  notwithstanding  the 
recent  additions  to  the  laboratory,  it  would  still  be  necessary  to  increase 
the  accommodation. 

T"he  President  said  that  it  was  exceedingly  gratifying  to  find  in  such 
a  large  class  a  complete  answer  to  the  remarks  recently  made  that  the 
College  had  outlived  its  usefulness.  Upon  being  made  acquainted  with 
the  urgent  necessity  for  additional  laboratory  fittings,  he  had  conferred 
with  Mr.  Shillinglaw,  with  the  result  that  accommodation  for  fifteen 
students  had  been  at  once  commenced,  and  would  shortly  be  completed. 

Mr.  O’Kearney  moved  that  the  action  of  the  President  and  Secretary 
be  approved  — Carried. 
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QUEENSLAND. 


The  Month.  —Intense  heat  prevailed  all  over  Queensland  during 
January,  and  a  considerable  number  of  deaths  from  sunstroke,  heat 
apoplexy  and  similar  causes  have  been  recorded.  The  rainy  season 
appears,  however,  to  have  now  thoroughly  set  in,  and  is  accompanied  with 
the  usual  unpleasant  experiences,  in  the  shape  of  hurricanes  and  floods, 
which  are  greatly  interfering  with  business,  and  in  some  places  trade  is  at  a 
complete  standstill  in  co  i sequence.  Townsville  has  suffered  more  severely 
than  other  towns,  the  damage  done  by  the  recent  gales  being  very  exten¬ 
sive.  Moreover,  communication  with  Charters  Towers  and  the  interior  is 
quite  cut  off,  in  consequence  of  damages  to  railways,  roads  and  bridges. 
Rockhampton,  at  the  moment  of  writing,  is  flooded  to  a  greater  extent 
than  in  any  previous  flood,  the  water  having  backed  up  as  far  as  the 
intersection  of  East  and  William-streets.  This  is  quite  the  heart  of  the 
town,  and  would  bring  the  water  into  the  Bank  of  Australasia  and  the 
T  heatre  Royal,  while  Mr.  T.  Ingham,  the  well-known  chemist,  occupies 
one  of  the  corners  immediately  opposite.  However,  from  the  position  of 
Rockhampton,  the  town  cannot  be  flooded  to  any  depth,  and  as  the  water 
is  backwater  only,  and  rises  very  slowly,  the  residents  have  ample  notice 
always  to  remove  stocks,  etc.,  to  higher  ground  as  required.  Mackay  has 
also  been  flooded,  but  not  seriously.  In  Brisbane,  heavy  rain  is  general, 
but  not  sufficient  to  cause  any  noticeable  rise  in  the  river.  Since  the 
disastrous  experiences  of  1893,  however,  the  inhabitants  usually  feel  uneasy 
at  this  season  of  the  year,  and  the  Government  Meterological  Reports  are 
anxiously  scanned  daily.  There  is  nothing  of  special  moment  to  record 
relating  to  pharmaceutical  matters. 

Pharmacy  Board. — The  first  meeting  of  the  newly  elected  Board  of 
Pharmacy  was  held  on  2nd  January.  The  Registrar,  being  voted  to  the 
chair,  read  the  report  of  the  returning  officer,  declaring  Messrs.  Watkins, 
Field,  Denham,  T.  W.  Thomason,  Yeo,  Taylor  (W),  and  Chater,  duly 
elected  as  members  of  the  Pharmacy  Board.  All  the  members  were 
present,  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Yeo. 

Election  of  Officers. — President  :  Mr.  G.  Watkins  and  Mr.  W. 
Taylor  were  nominated  for  president  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  voting 
being  equal,  Mr.  Taylor  withdrew  from  the  contest,  and  Mr.  Watkins  was 
then  unanimously  elected.  Hon.  Treasurer — Mr.  T.  W.  T  homason  was 
re-appointed  Hon.  Treasurer.  Examiners  :  Messrs.  Clarke,  Thomason, 
and  Watkins  were  appointed  examiners,  with  Mr.  Field,  an  extra  examiner; 
and  Mr.  G.  Scott,  M.A.,  was  re-appointed  preliminary  examiner  ;  Return¬ 
ing  Officer,  Mr.  R.  Berkley  ;  Auditor,  Mr.  A.  J.  Turner. 

Botany  Syllabus. — The  Governor-in-Council,  having  approved  the 
resolution  of  the  Board  (with  regard  to  alteration  in  the  Botany  syllabus, 
as  already  reported  in  the  Australasian  Journal  of  Pharmacy^  January 
issue),  the  resolution  was  confirmed  and  completed  by  the  President. 
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In  reply  to  an  enquiry  as  to  whether  an  apprenticeship  to  a  medical 
man  would  be  recognised  by  the  Board,  the  Board  instructed  the  Registrar 
to  reply  in  the  negative.  Only  apprenticeship  to  a  registered  pharmaceu¬ 
tical  chemist  could  be  accepted,  and  a  medical  practitioner  could  not  be 
registered  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  unless  he  held  the  rrajor  or  minor 
certificate  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  or  the  major 
certificate  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  or  had  passed  the 
examination  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Queensland. 

— Letters  having  been  sent  out 
under  clause  15,  and  no  replies  having  been  received  thereto,  the  names

After  disposing  of 
routine  and  financial  business  the  meeting  terminated. 

Chemists’  Assistants’  Institue. — The  annual  general  meeting  was 
held  in  the  College  of  Pharmacy  rooms,  George-street,  on  the  4th  inst. 
The  President  (Mr.  P.  M.  Coughlan)  occupied  the  chair.  One  new 
member  was  elected.  Mr.  Coughlan,  in  the  absence  of  the  secretary, 
reviewed  the  work  of  the  past  year,  which  showed  there  was  a  slight 
falling  off  in  the  number  of  members  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year. 
Six  new  members  had  been  elected  during  the  year.  Votes  of  thanks 
were  passed  to  the  Pharmacy  Board  for  the  use  of  the  rooms  ;  to  Mr.  E. 
C.  Blake,  and  the  Press.  The  election  of  officers  for  the  coming  year 
resulted  as  follows  President,  Mr.  P.  M.  Coughlan  (re-elected)  ;  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  F.  W.  Todd;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Wright;  Hon. 
Treasurer,  Miss  Skyring  ;  Members  of  Council,  Messrs.  Minnis,  Grey  and 
Cottew ;  Auditors,  Messrs.  J.  W.  Ward  and  Curtis. 

Fire  at  the  Barcaldine  Hospital. — A  fire  occurred  at  the 
Victoria  Hospital,  Barcaldine,  on  the  morning  of  the  29th  January,  result¬ 
ing  in  the  total  destruction  of  the  buildings.  The  fire  originated  under 
the  flo3r  of  the  kitchen,  and  might  have  been  easily  distinguished  at  the 
onset  had  it  not  J3een  for  the  scarcity  of  available  water.  About  12 
patients  were  in  the  hospital  at  the  time,  most  of  whom  were  in  the 
Murphy  ward.  They  were  rescued,  and  the  contents  of  this  ward  were 
mostly  saved,  being  farthest  away  from  the  outbreak.  The  damage  will 
amount  to  at  least  ;^2,5oo.  The  insurances  are  as  follows  : — ;2Ciooo  in 
the  South  British,  and  ^^500  in  the  New  Zealand  Insurance  Company. 

Associated  Friendly  Societies. — The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Brisbane  Associated  Friendly  Societies’  Medical  Institute  was  held  on 
January  28th  in  the  Oddfellow’s  Hall.  Mr.  T.  H.  Woods  (President)  in 
the  chair,  Messrs.  J.  B.  Parkinson  (Vice-President),  E.  A.  Howard 
(Treasurer),  W.  Young  (Secretary'',  and  a  large  number  of  delegates  being 
present.

Mr.  W.  J.  L.  Lovely,  son  of  Mr.  J.  Lovely,  of  North  Adelaide^ 
left  Adelaide,  7th  February,  for  Western  Australia,  having  secured  a 
first-class  situation  in  Perth. 

Poisoning  Case. — On  Friday,  January  31st,  at  an  early  hour, 
Alfred  Herbert  Skewes  was  taken  to  the  Port  Adelaide  Hospital, 
suffering  from  strychnine  poisoning.  He  was  placed  under  Dr.  Toll’s 
care,  and  is  now  out  of  danger.  Skewes  had  been  very  despondent 
for  several  days.  On  being  tried  at  the  Police  Court  he  promised 
that  he  would  not  attempt  to  commit  such  an  act  again,  and  was 
bound  over  to  keep  the  peace  for  six  months.

— It  Is  with  much  regret  that  we  have  to 
record  the  demise  of  this  Association,  which  was  formed  some  years  ago 
for  the  main  purpose  of  obtaining  uniformity  of  charges  among  the  Hobart 
chemists.  As  far  as  appears  upon  the  surface,  the  history  of  the  break-up 
is  as  follows  : — In  announcing  that  he  had  taken  his  son  into  partnership,.. 
Mr.  A.  P.  Miller  also  announced  that  the  house  of  the  new  firm  would  be 
the  “  cheapest  house  in  town,”  or  words  to  that  effect.  This  naturally 
caused  the  other  chemists  to  inquire  whether  A.  P.  Miller  &  Son  intended 
to  secede  from  the  Association,  and,  after  some  parleying  and  correspon¬ 
dence,  it  was  ascertained  that  such  was  their  intention,  d'he  order  of  the 
day  is,  therefore,  the  old  cut-throat  policy  and  catch-penny  advertisements 
all  round,  and  it  appears  probable  that  the  persons  likely  to  reap  the  most 
benefit  from  the  new  order  of  things  are  the  newspaper  proprietors.  As  an 
effect,  probably,  several  bankruptcies  and  compositions  among  local 
chemists  have  already  taken  place.  The  stand  taken  up  by  Messrs.  A.  P. 
Miller  &  Son  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  they  succeeded  in  buying 
back  from  the  trustees  of  the  Bank  of  Van  Dieman’s  l.and,  in  liquidation — 
or  the  winner  of  the  first  prize  therein,  of  which  it  formed  part^ — the  whole 
of  the  stock  of  the  business,  which  had  been  valued  by  competent 
assessors  at  something  like  ;^8,ooo,  for  little  more  than  one-fourth  of  that 
sum.  The  consequence  is,  that  for  a  time^  at  least,  they  can  afford  to 
“  cut  ”  prices,  though  it  is  a  debatable  point  whether  eventually  it  would 
not  have  paid  them  better  to  have  stuck  to  the  tariff,  and  pocketed  the 
larger  profit.  From  a  public  point  of  view  alone,  the  breaking  up  of  the 
Association  is  to  be  deplored,  for  while  prices  were  fixed  by  that  body,  it 
was  pretty  certain  that  nothing  out  of  the  way  in  the  profit  on  any  article 
would  be  countenanced  ;  now  three  is  no  safeguard, i  and  unprincipled 
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men,  by  “  cutting  ”  certain  popular  articles  to  below  cost,  are  almost  sure 
to  try  and  equalise  masters  by  charging  obnormal  prices  for.  others  less  easy 
of  comparison.  .  -  >  ^

MICA  CARTRIDGE  CASES. 


We  have  to  go  from  home  to  learn  news.  The  Railway  Reinew  says  of  the 
uses  to  which  Mica  may  be  put,  “  One  of  its  latest  developments  is 
distinctly  novel.  An  ingenious  Australian  has  invented  and  introduced  a 
mica  cartridge  for  sporting  and  military  guns.  The  filling  inside  the 
cartridge  is  visible,  and  a  further  advantage  is  that  instead  of  the  usual  wad 
of  felt  a  mica  wad  is  used.  This  substance  being  a  non-conductor 
unaffected  by  acids  or  fumes,  acts  as  a  lubricant.  When  smokeless  powders, 
such  as  cordite  or  other  nitroglycerin  compounds  are  used,  mica  has  a 
distinct  advantage  over  every  other  material  used  in  cartridge  manufacture. 
Being  transparent,  any  chemical  change  in  the  explosive  can  be  at  once 
detected.  The  peculiar  properties  it  has  of  withstanding  intense  heat  is 
here  utilized,  the  breech  and  barrel  being  kept  constantly  cool.  The 
fouling  of  the  rifle  is  also  avoided,  the  wad  actually  cleaning  the  barrel.” 


INCOMPATABILITY  OF  RESORCIN  AND  SPIRIT 

OF  NITRE. 


Mention  is  made  in  the  Pha^  maceuiical  Journal  of  a  prescription  directing 
mercuric  chloride  4  grains,  resorcin  i  dram,  spirit  of  chloroform  2  ounces^ 
and  spirit  of  nitrous  ether  2  ounces.  The  mixture  so  made  became  of  a 
dark-red  colour,  which  proved  to  be  permanent;  and  it  produced  severe 
irritation  of  the  skin.  The  cause  of  the  colouration  was  supposed  probably 
to  be  the  formation  of  a  red  nitro-compound,  analogous-  to  the  green 
nitroso-compound  formed  by  the  interaction  of  antipyrin  and  nitrous  ether.

dissolve  the  sugar  by  agitation,  without  heat,  and  strain.
